Ceramicist  Talks 
To  MSC  Artists 

J.  Sheldon  Carey,  professor 
of  ceramic  art  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Kansas,  lectured  Mon¬ 
day  night  in  the  MSC  Audi¬ 
torium.  His  talk  was  the  first 
in  a  series  of  lectures  by  pro¬ 
minent  artists  which  are  open 
to  the  public. 

The  lecture  was  followed  by 
a  reception  given  by  Kappa  Pi, 
national  honorary  art  frater¬ 
nity. 

A  show  of  Carey’s  ceramic 
work  will  remain  on  exhibit  in 
the  south  gallery  of  the  art  de¬ 
partment  until  Dec.  20. 

Carey  is  internationally 
known  in  the  field  of  ceramics. 
He  has  shown  work  in  Belgium 
and  Switzerland  as  well  as  in 
most  of  the  major  museums  in 
this  country.  In  1959  he  won 
the  Gran  Prix  de  Nations  in 
Ostend,  Belgium,  and  was 
listed  as  one  of  the  three  out¬ 
standing  ceramists  by  Time 
magazine. 

Carey  is  perhaps  best  known 
for  his  development  of  a  pot¬ 
ter’s  wheel  which  enables  the 
potter  to  throw  upside  down 
and  thereby  create  ceramic 
pieces  of  greater  heights  than 
otherwise  possible.  He  is  now 
in  the  process  of  developing  a 
solution  to  be  used  instead'  of 
water  as  a  lubricant  for  throw¬ 
ing  on  the  potter’s  wheel. 

Carey  visited  MSC’s  are  de¬ 
partment  Tuesday  morning 
where  he  met  art  students  and 
gave  demonstrations.

2,250  students  did  not  vote 
on  the  proposed  amendments 
to  the  SGA  constitution.  399 
students  voted  for  the  ..amend¬ 
ments,  50  voted  against. 

Because  the  procedure  for 
amending  requires  that  one- 
third  of  'the  student  body  vote 
either  for  or  against  the  pro¬ 
posals,  and  because  not  even 
half  that  amount  voted,  the 
proposed  amendments  which 
would  have  revamped  the  Sen¬ 
ate  did  not  pass. 

Those  who  did  vote  gave  the 
amendments  an  eight  to  one 
margin,  indicating  that  the 
proposals  were  good  and  would 
have  been  approved  if  enough 
people  had  voted.  Those  who 
did  not  vote  only  indicated 
that  they  did  not  care. 

The  vote  would  seem  to  in¬ 
dicate  that  not  enough  people 
care  to  warrant  any  change  in 
the  status  quo.

Gentlemen: 

I  regret  the  delay  in  this  reply  to  your  letter  of  October 
31  concerning  the  increase  in  reckless  driving  that  has  de¬ 
veloped  on  our  campus.  Unfortunately,  I  had  assumed  that  the 
verbal  discussion  with  Mr.  Johnson  would  suffice  as  a  reply 
to  this  matter.  I  assure  you  that  in  no  way  does  my  oversight 
reflect  a  feeling  on  my  part  that  the  matter  is  not  important. 
On  the  contrary,  I  share  yith  you  a  concern  for  its  seriousness. 

We  have  requested  the  cooperation  of  the  Maryville  Police 
Department  in  patroling  the  campus  as  frequently  as  possible. 
Perhaps  you  have  noted  by  now  the  mobile  units  that  do  drive 
onto  the  campus  during  the  day  and  night.  It  is  expected  that 
when  the  recently  purchased  radar  unit  goes  into  effect,  after 
our  forces  has  been  sufficiently  trained  to  use  it,  there  will  be 
an  improved  apprehension  of  speeding  drivers.  One  of  the 
problems  in  the  past  has  been  the  curved  nature  of  our  drives 
which  has  made  it  very  difficult  to  gauge  the  speed  of  auto¬ 
mobiles.  This  new  unit  will  overcome  this  handicap  to  some 
extent. 

One  other  matter  of  concern,  however,  deals  with  the  de¬ 
gree  of  responsibility  which  the  college  students  themselves 
are  willing  to  assume  in  this  regard.  It  behooves  every  parent 
who  notes  fast  driving  next  to  or  near  their  place  of  residence 
to  report  such  drivers  to  the  traffic  court.  The  student  pedes¬ 
trians  who  find  their  lives  endangered  by  fast  and  imprudent 
driving  should  likewise  accept  their  share  of  responsibility  in 
this  regard. 

The  College  is  not  responsible  for  the  growth  of  numbers 
of  automobiles  on  campus.  This  is  a  sociological  facet  of  our 
changing  times.  The  purpose  of  the  College  is  to  provide  an 
education  for  the  youth  of  Missouri.  The  morality  of  imprudent 
drivers  is  something  that  should  have  been  dealt  with  in  the 
home  long  before  the  student  arrived  here.  The  College  budget 
does  not  permit  an  expenditure  large  enough  to  provide  24  hour 
enforcement  patrol.  We  will  use  what  forces  are  available  to 
us  for  this  purpose  and  can  assure  you  that  there  will  be  a 
follow  up  in  disciplinary  action  when  reckless  drivers  are 
caught. 

If  you  on  the  Northwest  Missourian  staff  can  assist  by 
emphasizing  the  student’s  responsibility  in  this  regard,  we  will 
appreciate  whatever  effect  such  action  will  take.
